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Leap Centre move 


is ‘a blow to towny# 



A DROP-in facility for education, training and 
skills courses is moving out of the town centre 
and onto an industrial estate. 

The Leap Centre, run by West Suffolk College, 
is currently housed in Haverhill High Street. 

But at the end of the month it will relocate to 
the MENTA Business Centre, in Hollands 
Road. 

The move, which is due to the lease ending on 
the current premises, has been branded a blow 
by Sarah Howard, chairman of ONE Haverhill. 

Karen Chappie, ONE Haverhill’s youth skills 
manager, has been working out of the Leap 
Centre to provide guidance to local young peo¬ 
ple. She will now be based in Haverhill Arts 
Centre instead. 

Mrs Howard said: “Having Karen smack bang 
in the middle of the town centre has been a 
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boon for us. It’s had a very positive effect on 
our project because people have been able to 
just walk in and speak to her.” 

A main aspect of Haverhill’s community 
budget was to create more opportunities for 
young people in the town. So far, a number of 
apprenticeships have been put on offer 
through a range of local businesses and plans 
for a youth hub have been put forward. 

It is expected that this will open towards the 
end of this year in the old police station and 
magistrates’ court in Camps Road. 

Mrs Howard said: “It’s a real shame for the 
Leap Centre to have to leave the High Street. 
Having it in the centre has been fantastic. 


“You will have to know that Leap is there to 
access it at the MENTA Centre - I hope it will 
continue to be successful but what they will 
lose is the passing trade.” 

The relocation of the centre has also been 
criticised by Rose Hubbuck, who teaches art 
part time through the college. 

Mrs Hubbuck said it is “an insult” to move 
such a reliable service from the centre of the 
town. 

“That’s the only college office we have down 
in the town,” she said. 

“People can walk in off the street when they 
feel capable of asking for help. It’s an insult to 
put it up on an industrial estate. It’s in the best 
part of the town on the High Street - but we are 
not going to be able to walk in there any more. 
Who is going to go up there?” 


Mary Taylor, head of adult education at West 
Suffolk College, has said that the service the 
centre offers will not be affected by the move. 

She said: “The lease is now up on the building 
and we have just taken the opportunity to relo¬ 
cate. 

“We are already running courses up at 
MENTA and they work very well. 

“We are looking forward to working more 
with MENTA and with the nearby local busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Elaine Simmons, coordinator at the Haverhill 
centre, will be stationed at the town’s job cen¬ 
tre every Friday morning to provide additional 
support, Mrs Taylor added. 

The Leap Centre will move on April 28. Visit 
leap.ac.uk for more information or email 
haverhill@westsuffolk.ac.uk.

Why the Nipplettes 
are doing their bit 
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A MUM-of-two’s decision not to let 
breast cancer beat her has led to 
almost £4,000 being raised for charity. 

Susannah Johns, 46, was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in March last year. 

After two operations and bouts of 
both chemotherapy and radiotherapy, 
Susannah decided it was time to do her 
bit for others fighting the disease too. 

During her treatment, the 46-year-old 
relied on the support of her family and 
friends. Together, they formed The 
Nipplettes - a group of 16 women rais¬ 
ing money for Walk the Walk. 

So far, they have raised £3,752. Their 
target is £5,000. 

Susannah said: “You just don’t think 
that so many people will just keep giv¬ 
ing - everyone is finding it hard with 
money, but people keep giving all the 
time.” 

When diagnosed, Susannah has 
admitted that she thought she was 
going to die. After months of shock and 
upset, Susannah decided to seize the 
good days between treatments and get 
on with her life as best she could. 

A main coping mechanism for the 
mum and grandma was writing a blog 
about how she felt on the worst days of 
her illness. 

“I just wrote down every day how I 
felt,” she said. 

“How I felt about losing my hair, how 
Trevor [Susannah’s husband] felt. I was 
honest about what I was feeling, and I 
think people liked that. 

“Some of the time I was happy but 
other times I felt like a weak old 


woman.” 

As well as collecting sponsorship for 
the upcoming Moon Walk in London, 
the women have been holding all sorts 
of fundraising events including a char¬ 
ity car wash and zumbathon. 

Soon, a “Calendar Girls”-style calen¬ 
dar will be available to purchase at Real 
Bodies Heath and Fitness, starring The 
Nipplettes and shot by David Doughty, 
of The Gallery. 

Susannah’s most recent mammo¬ 


gram revealed her to be in the clear - 
and she’s determined to keep fundrais¬ 
ing to help the cause as much as she 
can. 

Susannah said: “I had so much sup¬ 
port from my family and friends - it 
made me feel a lot better. But they were 
going through it too.” 

The Moon Walk is on May 10. The 
women will walk 26 miles.

Jury out on trial of former middle school caretaker 


A PENSIONER on trial for 
historic sex offences has 
said in evidence that the 
allegations are “entirely 
untrue”. 

Robert Bambury, 75, has 
pleaded not guilty to 17 
offences, said to have taken 
place in the 1970s and 
1980s, relating to two 
young girls. 

He is charged with nine 
offences of indecent assault 
against one girl, and four of 
indecent assault, two of 
gross indecency with a 
child, one of inciting 
indecency with a female 


aged under 16 and one of 
rape, against a second girl. 

The married father-of- 
five, who was working as a 
caretaker at Clare Middle 
School when some of 
offences are said to have 
occurred, told Ipswich 
Crown Court that the 
allegations made against 
him were “entirely untrue”. 

Bambury admitted that 
he knew both of the girls 
and was on good terms with 
them. The 75-year-old said 
he did have a seven-year 
affair with one of the 
alleged victims - but that 


this began when she was 16. 

One of the victims told the 
court that the offences were 
committed both in the 
school and at his home - 
but Bambury has argued 
that some of the occasions 
told to the court were 
“impossible” because other 
people were present. 

One of the girls also 
alleged that some of the 
offences took place under 
the guise of playing a game, 
and that Bambury had 
briefly touched her in a 
swimming pool on another 
occasion. 


On arrest, Bambury, now 
of Wright Close, 
Stowmarket, suggested to 
police that one of the girls 
may have been suffering 
from a nervous breakdown 
when she made her 
allegations. 

The prosecution has said 
that neither of the alleged 
victims knew the other had 
reported incidents to the 
police. 

The jury was sent to 
consider its verdict on 
Tuesday and was still 
deliberating as the Weekly 
News went to press.

West Suffolk 
‘becomes more 
secure with 
cuts on taxes’ 

HARD-working residents 
across West Suffolk will feel 
the benefit of a new tax cut. 

Matthew Hancock, the 
area’s MP, has praised the 
decision for personal 
allowance to go up to 
£ 10 , 000 . 

The most recent cut has 
helped more than 400 people 
in West Suffolk be taken out 
of paying income tax 
altogether. 

In line with the 2014 budget, 
more residents in the area 
will become exempt next 
year. The personal allowance 
will rise up to £10,500. 

Mr Hancock said: “This tax 
cut is excellent news for 
hardworking people in West 
Suffolk. This is the third time 
this Government has cut 
income tax, benefitting 
around 49,054 people here in 
West Suffolk with 5,378 
people now taken out of 
income tax altogether.” 

Businesses and employers 
in the region are too feeling 
the perks of a new allowance. 

£2,000 is being taken off the 
National Insurance Bill of 
every employer - and this is 
open to charities and 
amateur sports clubs too. 

The change will make it 
cheaper and easier for firms 
to hire new employees, Mr 
Hancock added. 

The changes came into 
effect on Sunday. 


Big cash boost 
for town groups 


HAVERHILL’S history group, 
running club and tennis club 
are among those receiving 
part of a £9,000 grant. 

ONE Haverhill has handed 
out £9,770 to local community 
groups working to improve 
the quality of life for residents. 

Other recipients of the grants 
- the fourth round handed out 
by ONE Haverhill since 2012 - 
include Haverhill in Bloom, 
Abbeycroft Leisure and 
Wednesdays for Women 
(W4W) - a social group which 
meets at the Leiston 
Community Centre every 
week. 

Clair Harvey, chairman of 
the ONE Haverhill Grants 
Panel, said: “All of the grants 
are aligned to the Haverhill 
community budget priorities 
in that they directly provide 
activities for young people or 
improve the physical environ¬ 
ment of the town. 

“Our congratulations to all 
of them.” 

More than £1,500 was hand¬ 
ed out to the town’s tennis 
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club to enable the start-up of a 
sports course for young peo¬ 
ple. The money is paying for 
the required equipment, court 
fees and coaching costs to 
deliver the sessions. 

Robert Jeffs, head coach, has 
welcomed the money. 

He said: “As a result of the 
grant given by the ONE 
Haverhill Grant Scheme, 
Haverhill Tennis Club hope to 
introduce a new sport to 
young people, which would 
give them the opportunity to 
play socially, get fitter or com¬ 
pete with like-minded people 
at the tennis club.” 

W4W is using the £1,850 to 
set up a toy library for parents 
and children in the town. The 
toy library will enable parents 
to borrow a variety of age- 
appropriate toys for their chil¬ 
dren for a small fee to be 
returned the following week. 

Fenella Simmons, group 
coordinator, said: “Haverhill 


does not currently have any¬ 
thing like this in place and 
this will allow W4W to con¬ 
nect with more families, help¬ 
ing to encourage play develop¬ 
ment for all children in the 
community.” 

Some £2,000 was awarded to 
Haverhill and District Local 
History Group to pay for the 
running of the History Room 
at the Arts Centre, and other 
facilities for another year 
while Haverhill in Bloom 
received £700 for plants to be 
put in hanging baskets across 
the town. 

Haverhill’s inaugural half¬ 
marathon and 10k have been 
given £500. The races will take 
place on May 11 in aid of St 
Nicholas Hospice Care, and 
the grant will assist with run¬ 
ning costs. 

Suffolk Mind was also 
awarded £700 to set up a 
weekly art group in Haverhill 
for people with mental health 
issues.

TINTED windows, no MoT and low 
tyre tread were only some of the 
problems found during a car 
crackdown. 

A total of 17 vehicles were stopped 
by police officers in Haverhill last 
week in a bid to target illegally 
modified cars. 

The operation took place between 
7pm and 11pm on April 1 in the Aldi 
car park in Lordscroft Lane. 

PCSO Lorna Chapman, from the 
Haverhill Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT), said: “Local people 
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often raise their concerns to us 
about anti-social behaviour; espe¬ 
cially regarding the manner cer¬ 
tain vehicles are being used.” 

Three teams of officers identified 
suitable vehicles, modified by 
young and inexperienced drivers, 
and they were then assessed by a 
further team at the site. 

As well as discovering illegal tint¬ 
ed windows, illegal number plates 


and faulty lighting on some of the 
vehicles, one had no MOT and two 
were searched for cannabis. 

A further four vehicles were 
issued with Fixed Penalty Notices 
for their non-standard exhaust sys¬ 
tems, which exceeded the legal 
sound readings, and three vehicles 
were prohibited. 

PCSO Chapman added: “We held 
this operation to target those who 
flout the law, not only as an enforce¬ 
ment measure but also to educate 
people as well. 


“We would like to thank Aldi who 
kindly allowed us to use their car 
park for the evening.” 

Two vehicle examiners attended 
the site alongside the road safety 
team from Suffolk County Council. 
The team also brought along a sim¬ 
ulator where drivers could experi¬ 
ence the day-to-day challenges of 
the road, and a moped brake horse¬ 
power testing device, designed to 
detect whether mopeds have been 
de-restricted to go faster than they 
should.

Call for parking 
at town’s rec 


NEWS that Haverhill’s recrea¬ 
tion ground will be trans¬ 
formed with £70,000 has not 
been welcomed by all of the 
town’s residents. 

Those living in Chauntry 
Road, near to the recreation 
ground, are complaining 
about the effect the work will 
have on their home life. 

As previously reported, the 
green space is to undergo a 
£70,000 transformation with 
money from the St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Leisure Asset Review. 

It is hoped that the work will 
be completed for the start of 
this year’s summer holidays. 

A resident, who did not want 
to be named but lives in 
Chauntry Road with his wife, 
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has said that there is “no park¬ 
ing whatsoever” in the area 
and that it has gotten “worse 
and worse”. 

Vehicles line his and the sur¬ 
rounding streets, he said, 
every day of the week - but 
even more so when the recrea¬ 
tion ground has special events 
on. 

Haverhill’s inaugural half¬ 
marathon and 10k will be held 
there on May 11, and the sec¬ 
ond day of the town’s Summer 
Bash will take place in July. 

He said: “The more money 
they are going to spend on the 
recreation ground without 
parking provision is going to 
make it hell for us here. 


“I have lived here for 20 years 
and it is just getting worse and 
worse. They say they are going 
to consult with residents - 
where are people going to park 
when they visit?” 

A spokeswoman for the bor¬ 
ough council confirmed that 
the plans for the future of the 
recreation ground are due to 
go on display at Haverhill Arts 
Centre tomorrow. 

They will be available to view 
on Friday and Saturday, as well 
as on April 14, 17 and 19. 
Feedback from members of the 
public will be incorporated 
into the final plans and if park¬ 
ing is discovered to be an issue, 
she added, it will be looked 
into.

A BUSINESSMAN has donat¬ 
ed more than £1,000 to a 
maternity hospital.

Plans 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for eight 
affordable homes and associated 
parking spaces have been refused 
after months of debate. 

The application, entered by 
Havebury Housing Partnership, 
proposed that four one-bedroom 
and four two-bedroom flats be 
built on land north of Lower Downs 
Slade, with garages attached. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s development 
control committee previously 
expressed concerns about the

impact the new homes would have 
on the road’s traffic, which was 
described as “congested” at an ear¬ 
lier meeting. 

They carried out a site visit on 
February 27 following confusion 
raised about traffic flow on the 
road and called for an independent 
assessment. 

In a report, the independent engi¬ 
neer said: “I do not consider that 


the proposal in its current form can 
justify a refusal on highway 
grounds.” 

Suffolk County Council previous¬ 
ly entered an objection over vehic¬ 
ular access to the road, but this was 
withdrawn after alterations were 
made to the plans - which origi¬ 
nally called for six garages. This 
was later reduced to four. 

Councillors made their decision 
at the committee meeting on April 
3. 

Scott Bailey, head of development 


at Havebury Housing Partnership, 
has said they are “disappointed” 
with the decision. 

He said: “There is a high demand 
for affordable housing in the area 
with over 1,500 households on the 
St Edmundsbury waiting list and 
over half of those are seeking one- 
bedroom homes. 

“This small development would 
have provided an opportunity for 
local people to move into modern 
homes near the town centre of 
Haverhill.”

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It’s time to lose the label 



C LUTCHING a stuffed kan¬ 
garoo and beaming up at 
our photographer, Mara 
Clark is perfect model mate¬ 
rial. Blonde, scrumptious and brim¬ 
ming with personality, she’s com¬ 
pletely unfazed as he snaps away. 
“She’s a little poser,” laughs her 
mum, Michelle. 

Mara, who turns 2 in lune, is used 
to having her photograph taken - 
and seen. In fact her picture has 
been viewed all over the world, 
thanks to Michelle’s hugely popular 
Facebook campaign. 

Called Lose the Label, it’s an 
online page filled with wonderfully 
engaging images of people with 
Down’s syndrome, all going about 
their daily life - drawing, swim¬ 
ming, bouncing on a trampoline. 
Each picture states their name, and 
the same simple message; at the top 
of the page is Mara herself, along¬ 
side the words: I am Mara. I have 
Down syndrome. I am not Down 
syndrome. I am Mara. 

The idea came to Michelle after 
months of everyone from health 
professionals to people in the street 
referring to her daughter as ‘a 


Tired of hearing her daughter Mara referred 
to as ‘a Down’s baby’, Michelle Clark is on a 
mission to change the language we use to 
describe people with Down’s syndrome - 
and her campaign, Lose the Label, is 
taking the world by storm.

Down’s baby’. “So with the ‘I am’ 
campaign, I wanted to say ‘This is 
my face: yes, I have Down’s syn¬ 
drome, I can’t hide. But it doesn’t 
define me, it’s not who I am,” says 
Michelle. “It means ‘I’m a person’.” 

Originally from Australia, 
Michelle, who’s 44, came to England 
in her early 20s with her first hus¬ 
band; the marriage broke down just 
before she turned 40, and she threw 
herself into her work at a Cambridge 
tech company. 

It was here she met Ben; the cou¬ 
ple, who live in Wilburton, celebrat-

ed their first wedding anniversary 
last weekend. “I was part of the 
team that hired him,” she grins. “I 
wasn’t looking for a relationship, 
but we hit it off and went from there. 

“We decided that we wanted to try 
for children, but I didn’t think that 
we would be able to get pregnant; 
years and years ago, I tried for eight 
years, but it wasn’t meant to be.” 

This time it clearly was meant to 
be. The couple were delighted when 
Michelle discovered she was expect¬ 
ing but, because of her age, they 
knew there was a higher chance of 
complications. “It was something 
that we discussed before we even 
tried to get pregnant. But it wasn’t 
an issue for us. We both wanted to 
go ahead.” 

That’s why, when routine blood 
tests indicated that their unborn 
child could have an abnormality, 
Michelle took it ah in her stride. 

“My bloods came back as a 1 in 200 
chance of Down’s syndrome, which 
isn’t high, but we had 1 in 75 chance 
of Edwards syndrome, which is 
pretty much terminal; most chil¬ 
dren don’t survive for more than 
two weeks if they get through the 
pregnancy.” 

Michelle was offered amniocente¬ 
sis - an invasive test that can con¬ 
firm abnormalities - but because it 
carries a risk of miscarriage, she 
declined. “I said no, I want to see the 
pregnancy through to its natural 
conclusion. No way am I going to 
risk a miscarriage.”

Mara’s entry into the world 
was rather dramatic; she was 
born by caesarean when a 
scan showed that Michelle’s 
blood wasn’t flowing properly 
into the placenta. Seven 
weeks early, she weighed just 
31b 3oz. 

“I didn’t get to hold her, but 
they brought her to me so I 
could give her a kiss,” recalls 
Michelle. “Everything was so 
surreal because I didn’t think 
that I would ever be able to get 
pregnant, and it was a case of 
‘This is my life now, and it’s 
wonderful’. Tears were just 
streaming out of my eyes 
because I had this beautiful 
little girl.” 

The following day, doctors 
told the couple that they sus¬ 
pected Mara might have 
Down’s syndrome; she had 
certain tell-tale characteris¬ 
tics - flatter facial features 
and a larger ‘sandal gap’ 
between her big and second 
toes: “But it didn’t faze us at 
all,” says Michelle. “The only 
concerns we had were about 
her health. She was so prema¬ 
ture, and we were worried 
because she was so tiny. 
Having Down’s syndrome? It 
was like ‘OK, fine, thank you, 
let’s move on’.” 

The diagnosis was con¬ 
firmed two days later, “and I 
cried, but I didn’t cry for the 
reasons that most people do: 
most people go into shock, 
but I had no concerns about 
the Down’s syndrome. I cried 
because the only thought in 
my head was: ‘What is society 
going to do to her to shape the 
way she feels about herself? It 
was my biggest fear.” 

A genetic condition which 
causes learning difficulties 
and health issues, around 750 
babies are born with Down’s 
syndrome every year in the 
UK. 

Mara had two holes in her 
heart, both of which have 
repaired themselves, and her 
development has been slow¬ 
er: “It’s more noticeable now, 
because she’s not walking,” 
says Michelle. 

Does it bother her? “No, not 
at all actually,” she shrugs. 
“It’s more people’s language 
that bothers me. It doesn’t 
offend me,” she stresses, “but 
it makes you fully aware of 
the way that people with 
Down’s syndrome are per¬ 
ceived. They’re not perceived 
as ‘normal’, but they are! 
Mara has the ability to learn 
everything the next person 
does, it may just take her a lit¬ 
tle longer.” 

The problem, she says, is 
that our knowledge - and lan¬ 
guage - is inherited from a 
time when very little was 
known about people with the 
condition.” 

Do people ever stare? 
Michelle smiles. “I’ll give you 
an example - a day I felt we 
didn’t fit in the world at all. 

“It was the day we were 
going to buy her first pair of 
shoes. We had an orthotics 
appointment for her ankles, 
and the orthotics guy called 



her ‘a Down’s child’. So that 
was the first thing. Then we 
were in John Lewis, and a lady 
came up to us; she was being 
so nice, and chatting with 
Mara, but then she turned to 
me and said ‘Oh, she hasn’t 
got it bad, has she?’ 

“For some reason people 
seem to think there’s a sever¬ 
ity level, but with Down’s syn¬ 
drome you either have it or 
you don’t. I told her ‘Yes, she 
has Down’s syndrome; yes, 
she’s very pretty’. It did offend 
me, I suppose, but I was try¬ 
ing not to let her know - but 
she physically ran away from 
us. She really tried, and I real¬ 
ly do appreciate that, but then 
it all went wrong. 

“After that there were two 
women - one my age, and one 
that would’ve been her moth¬ 
er - walking around. The one 
my age looked at Mara in the 
pram, gave her this disgusted 
look, and then she turned to 
me and gave me the same 
disgusted look. Then she 
stopped her mother, pointed 
at Mara and and Mara got the 
same disgusted look from 
that woman. 

“I felt so deflated. They’re 
the sorts of people I don’t 
want to affect Mara. I don’t 
want her ever, ever to have to 
deal with that sort of thing. 

“I’m her mother, so I’ll 
always see beauty in her and 
I’ll always be biased, but what 
do people see when they see a 
child with Down’s syndrome? 
Are their features so disgust¬ 
ing that they react this 
way? 

“I was really upset. 

It was like what am 
I going to do? How 
can I protect her 
from society? I 
just can’t. And it 
all came flooding 
back, that this is 
my life struggle. I 
can’t protect her, but 
what I can do is try to edu¬ 
cate society” 

Michelle setup the Facebook 
page last October: “I had the ‘I 
am’ campaign message in my 
head for some time. It was 
simple but it seemed quite 
powerful. 

“There are so many battles 
you can fight, but I chose lan¬ 
guage because I think that 
while people still define oth¬ 
ers by their diagnosis, there 
will never, ever be full inclu¬ 
sion.” 

The response has been 
incredible. In just six months, 
the page has achieved more 


than 4,750 Tikes’, and people 
from every corner of the globe 
have been sending in their 
photographs. “It’s gone quite 
viral, to be honest; obviously 
it’s an issue around the 
world,” says Michelle. 

“I get floods of messages: 
thank yous, stories about 
what they’ve had to face that 
day, or reactions to their chil¬ 
dren. They’re so sick of peo¬ 
ple calling them ‘a Down’s 
child’ and they’re right to be! 

“But how do you tell some¬ 
body ‘please don’t say it that 
way, say it this way’, without 
them getting on the defen¬ 
sive? I think that Lose the 
Label has found a way to do 
that.” 

Michelle invites people to 
submit snapshots of their 
friends and family in every¬ 
day situations, then adds the 
words and Lose the Label 
logo herself. She chose ‘Down 
syndrome’ rather than 
‘Down’s syndrome’ because 
that’s how it’s referred to in 
Australia and the USA: “I 
always thought that it would 
go global, so what’s an ‘apos¬ 
trophe s’ among friends?” she 
smiles. 

And what are her hopes for 
Mara’s future? “I guess I want 
what every parent wants - for 
her to live a happy and inde¬ 
pendent life where she can be 
safe, accomplish what she 
wants to, be a good person 
and be herself. 

“But no matter how great 
our efforts to prepare her for 
the world, no matter 
how much we tell 
her we’re incred¬ 
ibly fortunate to 
have such a 
cheeky, strong- 
willed and 
delightful little 
girl, it’s society 
that will influ¬ 
ence the way 
Mara feels about 
herself, and this is why 
Lose the Label exists. It’s here 
for everyone to see each per¬ 
son with Down’s syndrome as 
the unique individual they 
are.” 

There’s a new photo of Mara 
on the page now, this time 
with Michelle holding her: 
“The only reason I chose that 
photo - because I don’t like 
me in it! - is that Mara is so 
engaging,” says Michelle, giv¬ 
ing her little girl a squeeze. 
“She’s just draws you in and 
says ‘Oi! I’m Mara, I’m not 
this diagnosis! Yes, I have it, 
but it’s no big deal’.”

• Buy loose fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles rather than pre-packaged 
as they are often cheaper. 

• Visit budget supermarkets 
where there may be offers on 
fruit and veg. 

• Choose fruit and veg in sea¬ 
son as they will be more 
affordable. 

• Shop at a local market or 
farmers’ markets for fruit and 
vegetables. 

• Replace a mid-morning 
snack with a piece of fruit. 


• Re-use leftover vegetables in 
soups, stews or casseroles. 

• Grow your own fruit and 
vegetables. 

Heather added: “Although 
the research has found that 
eating seven to 10 portions of 
fruit and vegetables has the 
most health benefits, people 
are still struggling to meet the 
current recommendation of 
five a day. 

“But the study did find that 
there are health benefits from 
every portion of fruit and veg¬ 
etables that you eat and eat¬ 
ing just one to three portions 
on a daily basis is much better 
than not eating any at all.”

101 drivers 
are caught 
not wearing 
seatbelts 


POLICE targeting drivers not 
wearing their seatbelts have 
snared 101 people in Norfolk and 
Suffolk. 

During a week long campaign 
held between March 10 and March 
16, police officers conducted 
checks on motorists and passen¬ 
gers through the counties as part 
of the Europe-wide TISPOL cam¬ 
paign. 

Each driver caught with no seat- 
belt received a fixed penalty notice 
of £100 or were offered a course. 

Four of the 101 offences related to 
children not wearing seatbelts, a 
responsibility of the person driv¬ 
ing the car. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, 
head of the roads policing unit, 
said: “I’m disappointed that over 
100 people have ignored the 
importance of wearing a seatbelt. 

“As previous fatal road traffic col-

lisions have shown, failing to wear 
a seatbelt can have tragic conse¬ 
quences. 

“It is particularly saddening that 
four adults thought nothing of car¬ 
rying a child in their vehicle with¬ 
out ensuring they were strapped 
in. 

“Seatbelts can be a major factor 
in reducing the likelihood of being 
killed or seriously injured and 
should not be underestimated. 

“It is an effortless task that should 
be part of a routine before starting 
up a vehicle and quite simply can 
mean the difference between life 
and death.”

CALVARY (15, IOI mins) 

THE luck of the Irish runs out 
for one unsuspecting priest 
in John Michael McDonagh's 
wicked black comedy that 
contrives a murder mystery 
before the heinous crime has 
been committed. 

In a riveting opening 
sequence worthy of Alfred 
Hitchcock, Father James 
Lavelle (Brendan Gleeson) 
tends to his flock in a close-knit 
Sligo community riddled with 
dark secrets. 

Sitting quietly in the 
confession booth, the holy man 
is stunned when an anonymous 
male parishioner confides, "I 
was raped by a priest when 
I was seven years old, every 
other day for five years." 

Father James listens intently 
as the man calmly reveals that 
his abuser was never punished 
and he intends to exact 
revenge by spilling more blood. 

"There's no point in killing 
a bad priest," the confessor 
continues. "I'm going to kill 
you because you're innocent." 

Thus, Father James is 
instructed to put his affairs 
in order before his date with 
destiny on the local beach. 

"Killing a priest on a Sunday 
- that'll be a good one," 
concludes the parishioner 
before he leaves the booth. 


With the clock ticking, 
the holy man searches for 
glimmers of hope in the eyes of 
his wayward flock including the 
scheming laird (Dylan Moran), 
the butcher (Chris O'Dowd) 
whose adulterous wife (Orla 
O'Rourke) is engaged in a 
violent tryst with a garage 
mechanic (Isaach De Bankole) 
and his own daughter (Kelly 
Reilly). 

Everyone has something 
to hide, it seems, and 
McDonagh's richly detailed 
script suggests that any of 
the men in town, including 
the doctor (Aiden Gillen) and 
an ailing American writer 
(M Emmet Walsh), might be 
Father James's intended killer. 

Indeed, the only suspects 
the weather-beaten priest is 
willing to discount are militant 
Islamists. 

“I don't think Sligo is high 
on the Al-Qaeda agenda," he 
quips to one of the locals. 

Sunday draws closer, forcing 


Father James to consider 
all of the wrongs he has 
committed and their potential 
repercussions. 

Building on incendiary 
themes in his 2011 directorial 
debut The Guard, McDonagh 
delivers an accomplished 
portrait of an insular world 
marinading in depravity and 
regret. 

He populates the wind¬ 
swept locations with a 
memorable band of misfits and 
degenerates. 

Gleeson delivers a towering 
performance as a vessel 
of God, who may pay the 
ultimate price for another 
man's sins. 

The tension cranks up, 
reaching a crescendo as Father 
James takes the lonely walk 
down to the beach to discover 
his destiny. We silently 
plead him to stop, to turn 
around and flee to safety, but 
McDonagh has never offered 
his characters an easy way out.

Get kids into 
the garden 


IF the weather is fine this Easter, (and it’s 
beginning to look like it might be), many parents 
will be wanting to sort out their gardens - and 
hopefully encouraging their children to give them 
a hand along the way. 

Certainly, with National Gardening Week (April 
14-20) on its way too - a 
scheme launched three years 
ago by the RHS to celebrate 
gardening with nationwide 
events - there really is no 
excuse not to get your little 
ones outdoors. 

Andrea Fowler, horticultural 
educator at RHS Garden 
Wisley, points out that 
attracting wildlife, seed-sowing 
and vegetable-growing are all 
sources of inspiration to young 
gardeners. 

"Spring is definitely here so 
we can be seed-sowing and planting in earnest. 

If you just want to get the children outside do 
an Easter egg hunt in the garden - there are also 
Easter holiday activities at all four RHS gardens 
over the holidays. 

"If you're sowing seeds with children, sow 
something that's going to spark their imagination. 
Plant flower seeds which children will be excited 


about, like calendula - there's a calendula called 
'Porcupine' which is an extra spiky pot marigold. 
There's also cornflower 'Blue Boy' and sunflowers, 
which everyone loves. 

"Nasturtiums are fantastic and make great 
container plants so you don't need to have a huge 
garden, you can just grow them 
in a window box. Herbs are also 
great. 

"If you're growing veg with 
children, have a go with 'Pink 
Fir Apple' potatoes (a maincrop 
variety with knobbly pink 
skinned tubers of butter yellow, 
waxy flesh) or purple potatoes, 
purple beans and yellow 
tomatoes, which will get them 
interested." 

Attracting wildlife into the 
garden will also engage the 
children, so help them build 
a mini-beast hotel (although autumn can be a 
better time to do this when wildlife is looking to 
hibernate). 

A simple bug hotel can be made from a 
collection of hollow stems packed into a plastic 
bottle with the end cut off. Several hotels could 
be placed in different positions such as on the 
ground among vegetation, fixed on top of a post,

next to a wall, half way up a hedge, in a tree, 
under a bird table. Grander bug hotels can be 
made by piling up a variety of materials into a 
tower, or making a wooden frame with a series of 
compartments and packing these with different 
fillings. 

Remember rotting wood is both a home and 
source of food for various beetle grubs and a vast 
army of other mini-beasts, which in turn make 
a tasty snack for birds, hedgehogs and frogs, so 
leave an area of the garden wild and build a log 
pile with the children. 

"Children also love worms. If you are working in 


the garden let them dig with a trowel and they'll 
love it. But don't let them chop the worms in 
half." 

You could also help your children make a bird 
cake, using fat, good quality wild birdseed, raisins, 
peanuts and grated cheese. Just leave the fat in 
a warm place to soften, put the other ingredients 
into a bowl, chop the fat into small pieces and add 
to the mixture, mixing it together using fingers or a 
spoon. Put the mixture into a yoghurt pot to hang 
from your bird table or roll into balls to place on it. 

"We need to get the next generation inspired by 
gardening," Fowler says.

BEN Barker continued his winning start 
to the 2014 season by dominating the 
opening round of the Porsche Carrera 
Cup GB at Brands Hatch.

He built up his lead and won by a 
comfortable margin. 

“This was almost the perfect race 
weekend,” added Barker. 

“Only taking pole position as well as 
the two wins could have been better.”
